English Denounces Key's State- 
ments as “Absolutely False,” 


Chairman English Replies to Re- 
marks Made by James L. Key 
in Council Meeting — Other 
Commissioners Take Hand 
in Discussion. 


Police Commissioner James W. English 
created a sensation at the meeting of the 
board last night by denouncing as ‘“‘ab- 
£Olutely false’’ certain utterances which 
had been made publicly by Councilman 
James L. Key in a speech at a meeting of 
the city council. 

The remarks of the commissioner were 
caused by a speech made by Councilman 
Key at the last meeting of the city coun- 
cil in which he was quoted as saying that 
the police board was the very “‘hogwal- 
low and stinkhole of politics.” What 
particularly aroused the resentment of 
the police commissioner was the alleged 
statement of Councilman Key that poli- 
ties in the police department was caused 
by patronage, and that the board was 
de! from doing its duty on account 
-Of a factional political fight which had 
been going on for years.’ 

The other commissioners present criti- 
cized the speech of Councilman Key, but 
their expressions were mild compared to 
those of the chairman of the board. 

English Takes the Floor. 


The board had been holding a very 
quiet and uneventfu] meeting and was 
about ready to adjourn, when Chairman 
English arose*with a newspaper clippingg 
in his hand. 

“I rise here in my place,” he said, ‘‘to 
reply to a speech which the newspapers 
have credited to Councilman James lL. 
Key and which he has so far not seen 
fit to correct. He says tlgis board is de- 
terred by politics from performing its 
duty and patronage keeps it the stinkhole 
and hogwallow of politics. For myself, 
and I speak only for myself, I here stat» 
publicly that what Councilman Key 1s 
credited with having said is absolutely 
false. His: utterances reflect on this 
board: and I for one will not sit quietly 
and let such false statements be made 
about my record as an offictal. I have 
served on this board since 1877 and I defy 
any person to say I have ever used the 
office to get men to vote for me or my 
friends, or that I have ever put a man on 
this force for any political reasons. On 
the contrary, I have pleaded with the 
members of this department to keep out 
of politics. The members of this board 
to my certain knowledge have endeavored 
to get the best men and to gef rid of them 
when they ascertained they had made 
mistakes. For twenty years this city, 
with its 100,000 inhabitants, has not had 
any serious public disorder: The men are 
vigilant, sober and faithful. The cal) men 
last month answered over 700 emergency 
calls.. Take our tecord and then take 
what Councilman Key said in a public 
speech. That is why I denounce his ut- 
terances as falsehoods. I am tired of 
hearing at nearly:every meeting of coun- 
ef! unjust and unwarranted accusations 
against this board. Such remarks as 
were made by Councilman Key help to 
demoralize the police force and interfere 
with this board in the discharge of its 
duty. If-Mr. Key, or any one else, knows 
of aught against any member of this 
board which might justify such an at- 
tack as he made, let him name his man 
and try him. I don’t care to say just now 
where the shoe pinches, but there seems 
to be a desire on the part of some people 
to see a wide-open town, as they call it. 
in Atlanta again. That is about all 1 
have to say. I have spoken for myself 
and the other members of the board can 
epeak for themselves.” 

Other Commissioners Speak. 


The other commissioners, except Com- 
missioner Johnson and the mayor, who 
were absent. listened with great interest 
to what the chairman said. When he 
concluded there was deep silence for a 
spell, which was finally broken by Com- 
missioner Fox, who seid: 

“TY see ‘that Councilman Key § said 
Brotherton, Johnson and myself changed 
our minds about fayoring resolutiong I 
geaw Mr. Key and I told him I didn't cares 
a 4 n what he did so far as I was 
personally concerned.” 

The chairman said he would have to rall 
the commissioner to order for using @ 
word with a “dic D.” 

‘Well, I told him that,” contiued Com- 
misstoner Fox, “and I also told him if 
he wanted to hefp the city he had Detter 
leave the police department alone. I have 
never asked any memer Of this force to 
vote for me for any office.”

Situation Under Consideration, 


Various Interests Will Meet in New 
York Today — Believed That 
Three Lines Will Hereafter 
‘Be Operated in Close 
Harmony. 


New York, May 13.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent W. H. McDoel. of the Monon sys- 
tem, arrived in this city tonight from 
Chicago. The object of his visit is to 
attend a conference tomorrow with the 
Morgan interests on the proposed. amal- 
gamation of the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Chicago, Indianapolis and Louis- 
ville roads. 

There is sincere belief in the street 
that these three properties will be operat- 
ed in the closest harmony in the near fu- 
ture. The fact that all interests in the 
companies are held by agsociations of 
Wall street financiers so closely related 
fo one another in a business way as- 
sures that. 

Several plans are known to have ‘been 
broached for the disposition of the stock 
in the Louisville and Nashville, now. held 
jointly by the Morgan interests and John 
W. Gates. The one which has received 
the most consideration is to exchange 
these holdings for tnterest bearing certifi- 
cates, the principal and interest being 
jointly guaranteed hy:the Southern rail- 
way and the Chicago, Indianapolis and 
Lauisville. 


Entrance Into Chicago. 

By such an arrangement an entrance 
into Chicago would be obtained by both 
of these two southern roads and woald 
help to Overcome the advantage now held 
by the Illinois Central by being the only 
line now running through the south pos- 
sessing an entrance to that city. 

President McDoel, of the Monon, said 
tonight in conurmation of the press ih- 
terview sent out’from Chicago: 

“It has been my view for some time 
that the Monon should be consolidated 
with some other line with a view to mak- 
ing a complete north and sou.a system. 
I expect to see the day. when the Monon, 
together with the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, will be a part of the South- 
ern and the Evansville and Terre Haute 
a part of the Louisville and Nashville. 
Such I believe to be the natural consoli- 
dation.’’ 7 

“I can say nothing more at present. 
While it is true I will enter conference 
with the Morgan interests tomorrow. It 
is just as well not to anticipate events.”’ 

Coast Line-Plant Merger. 

Baltimore, May 18.—The board of direc- 
tors of the Atlantic Coast’ Line. Railway. 
Company met in this city today to per- 
fect plans for the merging the the Plant 
system with the former company. The 
consolidation of the Savannih, Florida 
and Western Railway Company, which is 
the major portion of the Plant system, 
was accomplished today by the filing 
with the secretary of state in each of 
the six states through which the two 
properties run a copy of the merger 
agreemem ‘adopted at the stockholders’ 
meeting in Richmond yesterday. Tihese 
papers were filed in Virginia, North Car- 
Olina, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama 
and Florida. 

The Florida Southern, 8t..Johns and 
Lake Bustis and Sanford and St. Peéters- 
burg railroads are not included at pres- 
ent, but negotiations are pending look- 
ing to ‘the taking in of this additional 
500 miles of track by the consolidated 
company. 

Five Thousand Miles. 


Including its ownership of the Wash- 
ington-Richmond line, the lease of the 
Georgia railroad jointly with the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and other leases and 
trackage rights, the system will have 
§,000 miles of ‘track, 

The tentative plan for the consolida- 
tion of the two properties contemplates 
the issue of $80,000,000 of 4 per éent gen- 
eral consolidation mortgage bonds, the 
issue being restricted ‘to $20,000 per mile 
of road. Tihis amount, it is thought, 
will De sufficient to retire the present 
outstanding underlying bonds at matur- 
ity, and provide for improvements and 
betterments. The plan will ‘ne submitted 
to a stookholders’ meeting of the consol- 
idated company on June 16. 


WOMAN SAVES THIRTY LIVES. 


Miss Katie Henderson Warns Quarry 
Workers Just in Time. 


Norristown, Pa, May 13.—The presence 
of mind of Miss Katie Henderson saved 
thirty men employed in the quarries at 
West Conshochocken from death or in- 
jury. Miss Henderson resides a short 
distance from the quarry and as she look- 
ed from a window she saw that the roof 
of the powder magazine was blazing. The 
men at work in the quarry were not 
aware of their danger until she ran to 
the quarry and she warned them not a 
second too soon. 

Wiile the men and Miss Henderson 
were fleeing for their lives there was a 
terrible explosion. The air was filled 
with splinters, stones and dirt which 
showered upon their heads. In the mag- 
azine which exploded there were thirty 
kegs of powder and 300 pounds of dyna- 
mite. Nothing but a hole in the ground 
marks the place where the powder house 
stood. ‘

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 13.—Words fail to describe the pres- 
ent situation at St. Pierre. A small de- 
tachment of French troops is making 


efforts to inter the dead, although the; 


government seems to be strikingly un- 
concernaéd.as-to what is done in this di- 
rection, , 

The looting of the dead has begun al- 
ready. While coming to Fort de France 
the Potomac picked up a boat containing 
five colored and one white man, whose 
pockets were filled with coin and jewelry, 
the latter evidently stripped from the 
fingers of the dead. Lieutenant B. B. 
McCormick, the commander of the Po- 
tomac, arrested these men and turned 
them over to the commander of the 
French cruiser Suchet for punishment. 
The Potomac also brought a ton of sup- 
plies to Martinique. 

Business here is suspended. The people 
of the city have assembled in the 
churches and the cathedral, where special 
services are being held for the St. Pierre 
dead, has been thronged since daylight. 

The United States government tug Po- 
tomac leaves here tonight for the island 
of St. Vincent, where conditions are re- 
ported to be worse. 

: Provisions Are Needed. 

Provisions are needed here immediatce 
ly for 100,000 people. A ship load of lime 
is also needed at St. Pierre for sanitary 
purposes. The stench there from the 
dead bodies is overpowering. Mont Pelee 
was still erupting smoke and fire at a late 
hour last night. 

The French cruiser Suchet is here and 
the city of Fort de France is quiet. 

It was reported here yesterday from 
the British island of Dominica that 300 
survivors of the St. Pierre disaster had 
reached there in canoes. 

Every praise is given United States 
Consul Ayme. He has worked indefatl- 
gably to succor the survivors. He has 
bandaged the limbs of wounded and_ has 
worked without sleep and without food. 
He is now thoroughly exhausted, 

In addition to the specie already se- 
cured, jewels to the value of 1,000,000 
francs were secured from the Bank of 
St. Pierre yesterday. ; 

The Italian consul at Barbadoes has 
recovered the body of his daughter, who 
was visiting in St. Pierre at the time of 
the disaster. 

Succoring the Refugees. 

The work of succoring the refugees 
continues incessantly. 

When the cable repair ship Pouyer- 
Quertier, Captain Thirion, started on her 
mission of mercy she hgd to pass 
through clouds of burning cinders at the 
risk of catching fire in order to reach 
the terror-stricken people ashore. But 
she succeeded in bringing to this port 456 
people, mainly former residents of the 
village of Le Precheur. This was on 
Saturday last. Since then the steamer, 
as the result of other daring trips, has 
succeeded in “pringing many other per- 
sons to Fort de France. On Sunday she 
rescued 923 persons and piloted the 
French cruiser Suchet and the Danish 
cruiser Valkyren, who took on board 1,500 
persons. 

The Pouyer-Quertier has distributed to 
the suffetérs large quantities of biscuits, 
milk, wine and cheese. 

The specie found In the vaults of the 
Bank of Martinique, at St. Pierre, 
amounting to 2,000,000 francs, has been 
brought safely here. The specie in the 
public treasury at St. Pierre is still 
buried under a layer of lava about 6 to 8 
meters thick. 

The path of the volcanic torrent which 
swept over St. Pierre is marked out ina 
strange manner. The vicinity of the 
shore, where vessels anchored, was swept 
by a whirlwind of volcanic gas, which 
ripped, tore and shattered everything in 
its passage, but left few traces of cinders 
behind. On the other hand, the fort, cen- 
ter and adjoining parts of St. Pierre are 
buried under a thick bed of cinders, 
which consumed everything beneath it.

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Harrowing Stories Told by Sur- 
vivors--Only One Woman 
Escaped St Pierre 
Holocaust 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 13.—Strange to relate, in view of the 
number of inhabitants of St. Pierre who 
were swept to death by the volcanic 
waves from Mont Pelee on Thursday last, 
very few corpses haves been found by 
those who are enegaged in. the work 
cFemating the dead “bedies-- This fe ais” 
to the fact that the most populous quar- 
ters of the town are buried under a 
thick layer of cindered lava, which ap- 
parently consumed .the bodies of the vic- 
tims. ' 

Public interest centers tn the stories of 
the survivors. 

A woman named Laurent, who was em- 
ployed as a servant at St. Pierre in the 
household of M. Gabriel, and who was 
among those taken to the hospital in 
this city, in describing her experience, 
said that on the day of the terrible 
disaster she heard a loud report and 
thereupon. fainted. When she regain- 
ed her senses a few hours later she was 
horribly burned and, glancing around, 
she saw two members of the Gabriel 
family still alive; but they died before 
assistance could reach them. Mlle. Lau- 
rent, although she lived for some time 
after being taken to the hospital and 
was conscious while under the care of the 
physiciar@, died without being able to im- 
part any additional information concern- 
ing the catastrophe. 

Fate of the Stokes Family. 

Margaret Stokes, the 9-year-old daugh- 
ter of the late Clement Stokes, of New 
York, who, with her mother, a brother 
aged 4, and a sister aged 3, was on the 
ill-fated British steamer Roraima, is in 
the hospital here. The child is not ex- 
pected to live. Her nurse. Clara King, 
says she was in her state rogm when 
the steward of the Roraima called out to 
hers 

“Look at Mont Pelee!’’ 

She went on deck and saw a vast mass 
of black cloud*coming’ down from the 
volcano. The steward ordered her to 
return to the saloon, saying: 

“It is coming!” 

Miss King then rushed to the salogn. 
She says she experienced a feeling of 
suffocation, which was foflowed by in- 


- tense heat. 


The after part of the Roraima broke 
out in flames, -Bén Benson, carpenter of 
the Roraima, who is now in the hos- 
pital here, severely burned, assisted Miss 
King and Margaret Stokes to escape. 
With the help of Mr. Scott, the first mate 
of the Roraima, he constructed a raft 
with life preservers. Upon this Miss 
King and Margaret were placed. 

While this was being done Margaret's 
litle brother died. Siiortly after the 
death of the little boy Mrs. Stokes suc- 
cumbed. Margaret and Miss King event- 
ually got away on the raft and were 
picked up by the steamer Korora. Mate 
Scott also escaped. Miss King covered 
the face of Margaret with her dress, but 
still the child was probably fatally burn- 
ed. 


Only Woman Survivor. 

The only woman known to have sur- 
vived the dsaster at St. Pierre whs a 
negress named Fillotte. She was found 
in a cellar Saturday afternoon, where 
she had been for three days. She was 
still alive, but fearfully ‘burned ftom 
head to toes. She died in the hospital 
here. 

Many strange and incomprehensible in- 
cidents are recounted of St. Pierre. The 
charred remains of a woman with a sa#@k 
handkerchief unburned and in perf§ct 
condition held to her Hps have ween 
found there. The crisped bodies of young 
girls havg been found, but the shoes 
they wore were unhurt. 

Two Thousand Carbonized Corpses. 

As a result of the measures taken by 
the authorities,.access to St. Pierre is 
now easier. The ruins of the town have 
ceased smoking. Two thousand corpses 
have been found in a carbonized condi- 
tion. It has been learned that the rain 
of fire ceased at a distance of 200 yards 
from the village of LeCarbet. 

Talk with survivors of the disaster 
confirm previous statements as to the 
awful suddenness of the catastrophe. 
It is thought that an enormous quantity 
of gas was liberated, producing great 
atmospheric pressure which overwhelm- 
ed everything before it. The gases ab-

Hie Favors Silver for Philippines, but 
Gold fot United States—Tillman 
and Bacon Twit Him on . 
. Change of Views. | 


Washington, May 13.—Before proceed- 
ing to the consideration of the Philip- 
pine government bill the senate passed 
the agricultura] appropriation bill. In a 
speech on the- Philippine measure Mr. 
Stewart, of Nevada, warned the minor- 
ity that no political gain would accrue 
to them by reason of their attack upon 
the army.

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FOSS PRARS FOR OUR NAVY 


He Thinks It’s Too Weak To Do Much 


Fighting. 


BATTLE SHIPS ARE NEEDED 


He Says We Won in the Recent War 
Because the Spanish Navy 
Was Very Weak. 


Washington, May 13.—The naval appro- 
priation bill, which provides for two new 
battie ships, two armored cruisers and 
two gunboats and carries a total of 
$77,660,000, was taken up in the house <0o- 
day. 

The initial speech in support of the 
theasure by Representative Foss, of Iilli- 
nois, chairman of the naval committee, 
attracted attention for its note of warn- 
ing against the ovérconfident belief that 
our navy is invincible. He declared that 
our victories at Manila and Santiago 
were due to the fact that we were con- 
tending with an effete and decaying na- 
tion and that our strength far outmatch- 
ed Spain in these contests. ' 

Mr. Foss said that while we have 138 
ships built and. building. yet compara- 
tively few of them have any real fighting 
value. Most of these now building are 
what are termed peace boats. 

Continuing, Mr. Foss said: 

“I know that there are some who think 
that just because we whipped Spain in a 
fight of a hundred days and lost only a 
single man that we could wipe out the 
fieets of the navies of the world. There is 
an impression that the American navy is 
strong and powerful, and it is. 80 far 4s 
it goes. I believe we have Bétter officers, 
better men and that our ships, ship for 
ship, are better than those of any navy 
in the world, But do not let us delude 
ourselves with the thought that because 
we whipped a little nation which had 
only a little navy that therefore we can 
whip anything that comes along. It 
would have’ been our everlasting shame 
4f our iwo fleets at Manila and Santiago 
had not sunk both of the Spanish fle@ts. 
Why? Because they were superior; they 
had a greater tonnage, each of them. 
If there is any lesson to be learned froin 
the Spanish-American war it is that su- 
perior men, superior ships, toth in to.- 
nage, in armament and in armor, Su- 
perior gunnery, superior marksmanship, 
will win in the future as they : 
in the past.”’ (Applause.) 

Mr. Rixey, of Virginia strongly sup- 
ported the plan of government construc- 
tion of warships. 

The conference report on the omnibus 
claims bill was rejected on the ground 
that claims not considered by either 
branch of congress had been inserted in 
the measure by the conferees and the 
measure was returned to conference. 

The senate bill making additional ap- 
propriations for the Martinique sufferers 
was referred to the appropriation com- 
mittee. 

At 5 o’clock the house adjourned. 


INSPECTION OF POSTOFFICE. 


Government Inspector To Make Full 
Investigation 
Today. — 

J. P. Holmes, -a national government 
inspector of public buildings, reached 
_Atlanta yesterday at noon and during 
the afternoon gave the postoffice edifice 
a cursory inspection. 

This afternoon Inspector Holmes will 
pay Postmaster Blodgett an official 
_visit and together the two government 
employees. will .go over the building, 
studying its. capacity for the demands 
now made upon it. . ' 

It will not take Inspector Holmés long 
to become thoroughly convinced that 
the room set aside for the handling of 
mails is totally insufficient for the 
amount of work done day by day at the 
Atlanta . postoffice. In fact itt was 
quickly apparent to his trained eye that 
the space now used was none too large 
for the handling of first class mail mat- 
ter. That class of matter might be 
handled fairly well on the floor space 
now given to all the mail matter, but 
if that space were given to first class 
matter a section would be required for 
second class matter. With a view to a 
ehange of this kind the basement was 
given an observation, but it is not yet 
certain that it could be utilized for 
that work. 

Inspector Holmes has been in the ser- 
vice long énough to know his work well 
and’ the short observation he made yes- 
terday has satisfied him that he has a 
job on hand when he undertakes to 
give the Atlanta postoffice sufficient 
room for quick, energetic wark on the 
floor space now at the hands of Post- 
master Blodgett.

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BOUND.T0 GIVE 
“FILIPINOS HELL 


That Is the Purpose of the 
Soldiers, Boardman Tells 
the Senators, 


“KILL AND BURN” ORDER 
MADE THE NATIVES GOOD 


Boardman Asserts That Improper 
Food Is Furnishéd Troops, but 
He Ate Heartily of the 
Very Food Which He 
Condemned. 


Washington, May 13.—George G. Board- 
man, formerly of the Twentieth infantry, 
continued his testimony before the senate 
Philippine committee today. He _ said 
that the natives in Batangas, where he 
was stationed, became very bold and 
threatening after the Balangiga massacre 
and intimated that the troops would be 
served likewise. It needed an order: such 
as General Smith gave to make the na- 
tives realize that the United States ment 
business. He said the men in the Philip- 
pines knew that war is “hell” and that 
the boys were going to give the Filipinos 
‘hell’ while it lasted. He said the troops 
grew morose and dissatisfied“ in the 
Philippines. They were not given proper 
food and he exhibited two cans of food 
which he received, which, he said, was 
unfit to eat. He said the soldiers did not 
like Governor Taft, but did Hke General 
Chaffee. . 

Mr. Boardmau said that before the or- 
der of General J. Smith to kill and burn, 
the soldiers of his company being in such 
constant fear of massacre, would gsud- 
demiy awake and in their fright ex- 
claim, “‘Get ’em; get ‘em.”’ 

Quieted by Smith’s Order. 

After General Smith issued his order 
he said the natives for the first time 
understood that the Americanss meant 
what they safd and troops felt safe. They 
deplored the death of Luma, but hailed 
with delight Aguinaldo’s capture. Wit- 
ness said that Filipino prisoners were 
treated too good, so much so that they 
preferred to remain prisoners to being 
sent back among their people. 

The general course of conduct of 
American officers and men toward peace- 
ful] Filipinos, he said, was humane. The 
men, however, were discouraged on ac- 
count of the food they got and officers 
would not object when the men were 
hungry to their going into a house and 
taking food. . 

Responding to a question by Senator 
Carmack, the witness said that hard and 
continuous service in the Philippines and 
the poor food the men received mada 
them in a morose and vindicative temper. 

“As for myself,’*he said, “I will say I 
have less use for the United States army 
than I ever had before because of the 
way I was treated.” He then threw on 
the table a can of salmon and a can of 
condensed food tablets, which he said 
had been issued to him ag his meal just 
before leaving the army and which he 
said he refused to eat becauge it was 
spoiled. 

In the one case of water cure which he 
had witnessed in Batangas in 1901 he said 
the native received no harsher treatment 
than. being badly scared and the. treat- 
ment had ,the effect. of making him 
promptly give information of the. where- 
abouts of guns. 

Relished Food He Condemned. 

Senator Deitrich, of that committee, 
sent the two samples of food which 
Boardman had left in the committee room 
to the senate restaurant, requesting that 
they be prepared for the table. Fhe 
canned salmon, he had made into a sal- 
mon salad and the prepared food was 
used in the preparation of a soup. Mr. 
Boardman then was invited to luncheon 
with Senator Dietrich, Senator Beveridge 
being a second guest. The salmon and 
the soup made of the compound supplisd 
to the army were the two principal ar- 
ticles. on the bill of fare and both ap- 
peared in very tempting form when upon 
the table. The senators and soldier guest 
were all helped equally and bountifully 
to these dishes and all ate heartily of 
them. The senators were, of course, fa- 
miliar with the ingredients, but Mr.

CURRY TREATED 
LIKE A PRINCE 


American Envoy Is Received 
With Great Honor at Span- 
ish Capital, 

IN MAGNIFICENT MANSION 
CURRY HAS BEEN HOUSED 


Whereas Other ees Are Lodged at 
Hotels—Dr. Curry Is Also Pro- 
vided with Carriage, Coach- 
man, Footman and a 
French Cook. 


Madrid, May 13.—Dr. Jabez I. M. Curry, 
the special representative of the United 
States at the coronation of King Alfonso, 
which is to take place Saturday, arrived 
here at 3 o'clock this afternoon and was 
received at the railroad station by the 
secretary of the United States legation, 
5. 8. Sickles, and Mrs. Sickies ana by the 
Marquis Vallalobar, representing the gov- 
ernment. The American envoy was driven 
in @ royal landau to the residence wnich he 
will occupy during his stay in this “ry. 

Dr. Curry was greatly pleased with the 
quarters provided for him. He reached 
the house in time to witness from the 
windows the first ceremony connected 
with the present festival, which was at- 
tended by the king, the queen regent and 
the court, namely, the laying of the 
foundation stone of a free school. The 
neighboring houses were gaily decorated 
with flags, and soldiers and civic guards 
were drawn up around the site. ‘The mili- 
tary, with the crowd of spectators in 
many curious costumes, combined to form 
a bright and animated picture, which the 
American party watched with interest. 

The American envoy has been placed 
on practically the same footing as foreign 
princes of the blood, and 1s treated with 
greater. honor than the other extraordi- 
mary envoys, with the exception of the 
envoy of France. Dr. Curry has a house 
to thhimeelf, servants, a French cook and 
a carriage, with a coachman and foot- 
men in the palace livery, whereas the 
other envoys are lodged at hotels. The 
mansion set apart for the use of Dr. 
Curry belonged to an English lady, the 
Marquise de Leuville, who dial before it 
was completed. ‘ine workmen Murriedly 
finished tne pictures on the residence. It 
is of mediaval appearance and situated 
on high ground within a etone’s throw of 
the palace commanding a magnificent 
panorama of miles of scenery reaching to 
the foot of the Sierra Guardarrama. ‘The 
house is richly furnished with ancient 
tapestries and other rare works of Spanish 
art. 

The government reserved a most appro- 
priate pleasure for Dr. Curry in the selec- 
tion of his oki friend, the Marquis of 
Vallalobar, to attend him while in Mada- 
rid. The marquis was formerly a secre- 
tary of the Spanish legation at Washing- 
ton. Dr. Curry was formemy United 
States minister at Madrid.

SCENES. AT SHERIDAR 
PUTIFUL IN EXTREME 


Every House in Village Had One or 
More Injured Inmates, and in 
Many Homes - Mourners 
Gathered About Charred 
Corpses. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 13.—A careful and 
systematic search for the dead and in- 
jured in the Sheridan horror of yester- 
day reveals tonight a lst of twenty- 
three dead and 202 injured. The complete 
list of the injured may never be known, 
as many were able to get away without 
making known their identity. 

The conservative estimate made by 
those thoroughly familar with the situ- 
ation places the number more or less 
seriously hurt at not less than 300.

STRIKE FEVER 


IS NOT SO filth

Situation on Eve of Miners 'Con- 
ference Somewhat Clouded, 


It Is Believed, However, That Those 
Favoring a Strike Are in a Bare 
Majority—President Mitch- 
ell Refuses To Talk 
of Situation. 


Hasleton, Pa., May 13.—The‘ situation 
regarding the continuation of the present 
total suspension of work in the arthracite 
coal fields of Pennsylvania is a trifle 
clouded tonight. The apparent over- 
whelming sentiment for a strike which 
was in evidence yesterday is not quite 
so prominent now, and predictions were 
made freely tonight fhat whatever the 
delegates in the convention here deter- 
mine upon the winning side will have 
only a bare majority. President Mitchell 
and his fellow-officials still maintain 
their silence and every attempt that has 
been made to get their opinion of the 
situation has proved futile. 

The indications are, however, that the 
delegates favoring a strike are in tha 
majority and will win their fight in the 
convention. The upper district, it is 
known, is not a unit on the question of 
a permanent strike, but it is confidently 
believed that the pro-strike delegates in 
the middle and lower regions are numer- 
ous enough to overcome the considerable 
anti-strike sentiment in the upper re- 
gion. 

The convention will meet at 10 a. m. 
tomorrow and will c®nduct its business 
behind closced doors. President Mitche!l 
will be elected chairman and will make 
an address, in which he will give in detail 
all that has transpired between himseff 
and the coal presidents since the Shamo- 
kin convention. 

Most of the local unions held meetings 
today at which the miners talked over 
the situation The entire region was 
very quiet. . 

National President Mitchel] and Dis- 
trict Presidents Nicholls and Fahy ar- 
rived here this evening from Scranton. 
President Mitchell stopped off at Free 
land, 9 miles north of hére, and was 
given an enthusiastic reception. Practie 
cally the entire population of the town 
turned out to wélcome him. He made a 
brief speech in which he counselled the 
miners to stand by their union, for only 
through their organization could they 
hope to better their conditions.

Girl Resists, but Mother Charges 
Grand Larceny and Gains 
Her Point.

Memphis, Tenn., May  18.—(Special.)— 
The arrest of Dora Edwards here tonight 
on a charge of grand larceny and the 
taking of her back to Little Rock, Ark., 
reveals a sad story. 

The young girl came here some weeks 
ago, concealing her identity. Her moth- 
er, Mrs. L. N. : Edwards, believing her 
to be in Memphis in the company with a 
ehowman at the recent carnival, came 
l:ere, disguised herself as a Gypsy and 
eecured a position in the carnival as a 
fortune teller. 

Dora came to have her fortune told. 
She was arrested at the mother’s {nsti- 
gation on a charge of vagrancy anda 
warrant was also sworn out against the 
keeper of the house in which she lived. 

The daughter told such tales about her 
mother, who was alone, that she secured 
her freedom. Nothing daunted, the 
mother returned home determined atili 
to get her daughter away from the Mem- 
phis surroundings. 

Today Constable Jones, from Arkansas, 
came here with a warrant, sworn out by 
the mother, charging the daughter with 
grand larceny, an extraditable offense. 
Dora was arrested and left for home in 
custody on a late train. 


by friends. Some of this class are also 
expected to die. 

The scenes in and around Sheridan 
today were pitiful in the extreme. 
Practically every house in the village 
had one or more injured inmate and in 
many homes mourning families were 
gathered about the charred and dis- 
torted remains of loved ones who were 
victims of the terrible calamity. Many 
children were caught by the flames yes- 
terday and as a result the two public 
school buildings today were almost de- 
serted. Of the 700 pupils enrolled there 
were but 200 in attendance at the ses- 
sions today. Of the 500 absent Professor 
Hannum estimates 100 were injured. The 
children have started a fund for the aid 
of their unfortunate schoolmates, some 
of whom are in need of financial as- 
sistance. 

The damage to property by the explo- 
sions and fire will be heavy. The loss 
at the mouth of Corks Run tunnel alone 
will probably exceed $100,000. In addi- 
tion to the heavy loss by the ‘railroad 
company, twenty-five houses were de- 
stroyed by the force of the explosions, 
or by the fire which followed. 

Scene Grewsome. 

Despite the fact that the rain came 
pouring down all morning, thousands 
went to Sheraden today and the cars 
and trains were crowded with curious 
people from all parts who went for the 
sake of seeing what had happened. 

The scene was grewsome. The Shera- 
den yards lie between two hills. On the 
north side there is a steep cut, but on 
the south side it is not so high. All 
over the hills on either side of the 
were searching today 
for clothing which the injured had torn 
from them when the burning fluid was 
thrown upon them. Lined upon these 
hills were thousands watching the crews

Dallas, Tex., May 13.—(Special.)—The 
feature of today’s session of the general 
conference was the reading of a mirtor- 
ity report of the committee on publish- 
ing interests of the last general confer- 
ence, in which it is stated that important 
facts were suppressed at that time, al- 
though that minority made every effort 
to get them before the general confer- 
ence. Dr. W. F. Glenn, of Georgia, 
signed this minority report and is one 
of the leaders in the fight to return the 
money collected on the war claim. On 
a motion to strike out certain language 


in this minority report as unparlia- 
mentary, the conference refused to do 
so by a vote of 18 to 114. This vote is 
regarded by many as a test vote, and 
as indicating the final action of the 
conference in favor of returning the 
money. Others take a different view. 
Bishops Candler, Whison, Galloway, 
Hargrove, Duncan and Hendrix are un- 
derstood to regard Senator Clay's let- 
ter also signed by eighty-one senators, 
as practically settling the question, 
provided the conference repudiates the 
methods employed by its book agents. 
From this view Bishops Key and Mor- 
rison dissent. The conference is rapidly 
lining up and a close vote is expected. 


Major Stahlman Present. 

Major E. B. Stahiman has arrived and 
is mingling freely with the delegates in 
the lobby of the Oriental hotel. He says 
that he is here simply to defend his 
good name, if attacked, and that his 
presence has no other significance. He 
claims to have done the church a great 
service and feels that he has been very 
unjustly assailed. 

The Georgia delegates have their quar- 
ters at the Oriental hotel and are in 
evidence in the daily proceedings of the 
conference. Drs. Bigham, Glenn, Cofer, 
Robins, Lovejoy and Hammond are 
alert and active and always in their 
places; Dr. W. C. Lovejoy leading in 
the move to locate the headquarters of 
the board of missions from Nashville 
to Atlanta. 

The services of the conference are held 
at the fair grounds, two miles from the 
center of the city, and the large audi- 
torium is daily filled with visitors and 
delegates, Lieutenant Governor Bates, 
of Massachusetts, delighted the splendid 
audience which greeted him there last 
evening with an eloquent address on 
“Fraternity.” 

Only the substance of the correspond- 
ence betwen Bishop Candler and Senator 
Clay has beeen printd so far and The 
Constitution is the first paper in Georgia 
to carry the text of the letters. 


Candler to Clay. 
Bishop Candler’s letter to Senator Clay 
follows: 


Library of Congress, Representatives’ Read- 
ing Room, Washington, ~ hers 24, 1902.—My 
Dear Senator Clay: As you know, the mat 
ter of the publishing house claim has given 
our church no little trouble. 

For one I have end do feel the utmost dis- 
approbation of the acts of misrepresentation 
practiced by the parties who had the claim 
in charge, and et the approaching genera] 
conference, soon to assemble in Dallas, Tex., 
I hope, and confidently expect, that those de- 
ceptive methods will be officially disavowed 
and condemned. 

I have interpreted the final action of the 
genate as entirely exonerating the church from 
blame in the case, and as eliminating the ques- 
tion of returning the money to the governs 
ment. This eeems to me to be the obvious 
meaning of the resolution in response to the 
communication of the bishops to the senate. 

But I find some extreme men still insisting 
upon the necessity of returning the money 
to the government. Such a course appears 
to me to be entirely impracticable, not to say 
impossible, and as being open to many .ob- 
jections of both right and propriety. It might 
even in some quarters be construed as a nag- 
ging of the senate by the church, for the sake 
of making spectaculer proffession of extraor- 
dinary virtue. 

I am jealous of the honor of the church, and 
I earnestiv desire that the final action of the 
general conference shall not fall short in any 
nt gad of perfect wisdom and righteous-

United States Senate, Weshington, D. C., 
April 5, 1902.—Dear Bishop Candler: Reply- 
ing to your recent letter wherein you request 
us to give our opinion relative to the course 
which should be pursued by the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in regard to the 
money which was paid, under the act of con- 
gress, ‘‘For the Relief of the Book Agents of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,”’ ap- 
proved March |i!, 1898, we beg to say: 

We understand the inquiry to be whether, 
in our opinion, the church is under any obli- 
gation to tender the repayment to the gov- 
ernment of the United States of the amount 
which was paid to the representatives of the 
ehurch under that act.» We have no hesita- 
tion in eaying that, in our opinion, there is 
no such obligation, and that such tender of 
repayment is not required by any considera- 
tion of propriety. We use the term ‘‘repay- 
ment to the government of the United States’’ 
advisedly, because there is no way in which 
the money can be paid to the senate of the 
United States, as has been said by some per- 
pons. It was not received from the senate 
of the United States, nor can HK be returned 
to the senate. If returned at aH it must be 
to the treasury of the United States, and, 
when so returned, it could never again be 
paid out except pursuant to an act of congress 
appropriating the same. 

As is known to you, we were, each of us, 
members of the senate in |898, at the time 
of the passage of the bil] appropriating this 
money. From our personal familiarity with 
what occurred, and from the subsequent in- 
vestigation made by the eenate and the reso- 
lution which was adopted by the senate as 
the result of such investigation, we reach 
the conclusion above stated, that the church 


is not under abligation, elther of necessity ors 


of prepriety, to return the money paid under 
eaid act. From our personal knowledge of 
what occurred at the time of the consideration 
and the passage of the bill, we are enabled 
to say that no senator who voted in favor of 
the bill, thereafter expressed dissatisfaction 
because of any act by the church in securing 
its passage, or because of any regret on his 
pam that the church had received the portion 
of the money which was left after the pay- 
ment of the commission which was complained 
of. The dissatisfaction which found expres- 
sion, when the fact of the payment of the 
large commission became known, was not be- 
cause the church had received a part of the 
money, but because it had not received all 
of the money. There were expressions by 
senators to the effect that, if they had known 
of the contract for the payment of the large 

, they would not have voted for 

By this they eimply meant that they 
would have required the bill to be so amend- 
ed as to secure to the church the entire mount 
appropriated, excepting only such an amount 
as they would consider to be a proper fee for 
services rendered. This statement of our per- 
sonal recollection is entirely borne out by 
the report of the committee of the senate, 
made after full examination, and unanimous- 
ly approved by the senate in the adoption of 
the resolution which was subsequently recom- 
mended by the commiftee, and which is here- 
inafter quoted. Without setting out in full 
this report, with which you are familiar, we 
quote the following from the eame, clearly 
expressive of this view on the part of the 
eenate. On es 3 and 4 of the report, No. 
1416, Fifty-fifth congress, second seasion, will 
be found the following quotations: 


An “Unreasonable Fee.”’ 


“If those denials of the existence of a con- * 


tract had not been made to the senate from a 
source which was entitled to credit, the bill 
would tot have been passed by the senate, 
unless tt had been 60 amended as to protect the 
beneficiaries from what many senators re- 
gard as’ a waste and improper use of the 
fund by the payment of an excessive and un- 
reasonable fee. Such an amendment was with- 
in the power of the senate, and one would 
have been adopted in the nature of a condi- 
tion that the United States would recognize 
and pay this claim, provided that the fruits 
of it were to actually go to the beneficiaries 
of the fund that had suffered by the taking 
of the property by the United States during 
the ver. 
* ° . . ” * . s 

“The cesmibiis do not agree with the con- 
tention that the senate had no right to in- 
quire into the subject of compensation for 
the services rendered by their attorney to the 
book agents. The senate was passing upon 
the questicn of a claim against the United 
States made by trustees, not for their per- 
sonal use, but for the benefit of certain bene- 
ficlaries, and there was the same juriediction 
and right to protect the beneficiaries from ex- 
cessive charges and extortion that is constant- 
ly exercised by the courts of the land when 
cages are being tried which affect the es- 
tates of infants and trust funds. 

“If there was any mistake or omission on 
the part of the senate it was in failing to 
protect the beneficiaries against the book 
agents, Messre. Barbee & Smith, whose duty 
it was to guard Aheir interests, and this would 
have been done if information that properly 
belonged | to them had not been withheld.’

“In csnitiniian ‘the seinaiienl Asati it proper 
to state that no censure should rest upon the 
Methodist Episcopa; Church, South, for the 
acts of its book agents. The church has been 
injured by the misconduct of its agents, bu’ 
for such misconduct & is held entirely blame- 
less."" 

If the question rested solely upjon these in- 
dividual expressions by senators, and upon 
this report by the committee adopted by the 
senate, we submit that the conclusion 
by us would be amply justified. But, in truth, 
the church, by its action, has placed itseif 
upon a much higher plane than if it rested 


here. 

When the facts connected by the payment 
of the large commission .were made public, 
and criticiems found expréssion, both on the 
floor of the senate and elsewhere, relative to 
certain occurrences at the time of the pas- 
sage of the bill, the bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopa Church, South, sensitive to the 
honer of their church, addressed to the vice

claim—we hereby give this assurance: that if 
the senate, by its affirmative action, declares 
that the passage of the bill was due to such 
misleading statements, we will take the proper 
#teps to have the entire amount returned to 
the government. 
“ROBERT K. HARGROVE, 
‘Secretary of the College ef Bishops. -" 

Thie letter was referred by the senate to 
the committee on claims, which committee 
had made the investigation and report from 
which extracts have been hereinbefore quoted. 
That committee, after a full consideration of 
the same, in connection witb the investigation 
previously made, reported, on the 9th of Jan- 
vary, I899, the following resolution to the 
senate: 

**Resolved, That the report of the commit- 
tee made July 8, 1898, be approved, and that 
no censure should rest upon the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, for the misstate- 
ments and concealments of the book agents 
in connection with the passage of the bill for 
the payment of the claim referred to in the 
letter of the bishops now under consideration: 
that the injury resulting therefrom affected 
only the beneficiaries of the 
United States, and the senate 
further action in the matter.’’ 

After this resolution had been upon the cal- 
endar of the senate for nearly six weeks it 
was, on the 2ist of February, formally called 
up for action and was, on that date, adopted 
“7 the senate, nomine dissentiente. 


Church Not to Blame. 


The simple statement of this history of the 
case would seem to leave no doubt for ques- 
tion of obligation devolving upon the church 
in connection ftherewith. The letter of the 
bighops above quoted was practically an offer 
to repay the money to the government so far 
as it could be made fhrough the senate of 
the United States. The resolution adopted by 
the senate was a distinct reply to that offer, 
declining to recognize the propriety of the re- 
payment by the church of this money to the 
government. In view of this record we are 
unable to see upon what ground there can be 
based the contention that the church should 
make a second offer, and invoke a second re- 
fusal from the government, or any depart- 
ment thereof. The report of the committee 
and the resolution, both adopted by the sen- 
ate, in explicit terms exonerate the church 
from all blame or ground of criticism for any- 
thing which occurred in connection with the 
passage of the bill, and is a clear expression 
of opinion that there is no obligation on the 
part of the church to repay the money to 
the —- or to make further offer to 
do . £0.

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End Comes to President of 
Lovisville Courier-Journal 


MWnjury by Trolley Car Saturday 
‘Not Thought Serious, but Change 
‘ ior Worse Came Suddenly. 
° He Was Eighty-One 
Years Old. 


Louisville, Ky., May 13.—Walter N. 
Hialdeman, president of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal Company and one of the 
@idest active newspaper men in the coun- 
try, died suddenly at 5 o’clock from the 
Bffects of injuries received by being 
ptruck by a trolley car, Saturday morn- 
ing. He was over 81 years old. 

At the time of the accident it was not 
thought that Mr. NHaldeman’s injuries, 
which consisted apparently of a scalp 
wound and sprained shoulder, would re- 
Bult fatally. The change for the worse, 
however, came almost without warning 
shortly after 3 o'clock this morning and 
physicians were immediately summoned 
to his bedside. He sank rapidly, and 
shortly after the doctors arrived passed 
away. The attending physicians ascribed 
death to the development of peritonitis, 
intestinal paresis and consequent heart 
failure. He was conscious until the end. 

The name of Walter N. Haldeman was 
inseparably linked with the history of 
journalism in the south and he was one 
of the oldest active newspaper men in the 
country. Although over 8&1 years of age, 
he personally directed the affairs of The 
Courier-Journal until] the time of the ac- 
cident which caused his death. 

His Work in Journalism. 

Mr. Haldeman was born at Maysville, 
Ky., April 21, 1821, and was eduated at 
Maysville academy with General U. S. 
Grant and other men of note. In 1840 he 
became bookkeeper in The Louisville 
Journal office and four years later start- 
ed The Daily Dime: Paper, which was 
poon converted into The Louisville Cou- 
rier. He conducted this until 1861, when 
it was suppressed by military domina- 
tion, Mr. Haldeman being a confederate 
Bympathizer. The Courier soon appear- 
ed at Bowling Green, Ky., and then at 
Nashville, and at the close of the civil 
mar Mr. Haldeman resumed the publica- 
tion of The Courter in this city until 1868, 
when in concert with Henry Watterson, 
of The Journal, the two papers were con- 
golidated and appeared as The Louisville 
Courier-Journal, which has since con- 
tinued under the same management. In 
May, 1884, Mr. Haldeman started The 
Evening Times. 

Mr. Haldeman was a man of consider- 
mble wealth and was connected with a 
mumber of business enterprises in the 
eouth as well as in this city and state. 
His widow, a daughter and two sons, W. 
B. Haldeman and Bruce Haldeman, both 
of whom were associated with their 
Gather in newspaper work, survive him. 

The funeral will take place from the 
gesidence in this city Wednesday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock and-the interment will 
be in Cave Hill cemetery. 

In tomorrow's Courier-Journal Henry 
‘Watterson will pay a tribute to Mr. 
Haldeman as “Louisville’s most gen- 
erous, fiseful and public-spirited citi-4 
gen,” and after reviewing Mr. Halde- 
man’s life, will say: 

“It is impossible for him who compiles 
these inadequate memorials at this mo- 
ment to comprehend the force of the 
blow which has overtaken him along with 
the near and dear ones of his own 
stricken household; to realize that the 
friend of forty years—the partner of 
‘thirty-four—is gone; and vet the hand 
that would fain write of him is paralyzed 
with the sense of its own weakness. 
During alj these years there was never a 
gerious difference of opinion, never an 
unkind word, but only the most thorough 
confidence and affection, redolent of 
great happiness to both.”

The burning question before the divis- 
ion is the work of preserving the old 
Jefferson Davis mansion in this city, 
known as the “First White House of the 
Confederacy.’’

The 
committee has now some $1,500 in hand. 

Several efforts have been made to 
abolish the committee and abandon the 
work, its advocates winning by hard 
fighting and small majorities. Two of 
the four Montgomery chapters have gone 
to the convention at Demopolis with in- 
structions to renew the fight for its 
abolition and the centering of all effort 
on battle field monuments and aid to 
old soldiers. 

That which gives “ginger’’ to the fac- 
tional contest over the matter is the 
Jefferson Davis relics now in a room of 
the state capitol, consisting of Mr. 
Davis’ bed room furniture and bric-a- 
brac just as he used them in Beauvoir 
and constituting the most valuable and 
interesting mementoes of Mr. Davis now 
in existence. Mrs. Davis gave them to 
the white house committee of the Ala- 
bama Daughters and the state of Ala- 
bama, to be taken care of by the go 
ernor at the capitol unti] the white 

ouse should be purchased and ready ty 
receive them. If the committee should 
be abolished and the work of preserving 
the old mansion abandoned it is an in- 
teresting question as to what would go 
with these relics. 

It is not Known whether Mrs. Davis 
would reclaim them, but the condition 
of the gift would be forfeited. The relic 
room at the capitol is a source of great 
interest to visitors and the hope is en- 
tertained that whatever the division does 
they will not be lost to the state.

Former Pastor of Cuban 
Church Talks of Recent 
Controversy. 


DIFFERENCE IN MONEY 
CAUSED THE SHORTAGE 


The Mortgage on Gethsemane Church 
Was Paid in Spanish Coin, 
Which He Explained Is 10 
Per Cent Less Than 
American Money. 


Asheville, N. C., May 13.—Dr. A. J. 
Diaz, former pastor of Gethsemane 
church, Havana, who was refused a hear- 
ing by the southern Baptist convention, 
started this morning for Cuba. 

Dr. Diaz, who has been involved in a 
controversy with the church authoritig 
over the management of Baptist proper- 
ties in Havana, said the mortgage on 
Gethsemane was given in Spanish money, 
10 per cent less than American money. 
The theater was purchased in the name 
of Dr. Tichenor, of the mission board, 
to conform with the Cuban law. 

When the buildings were bought they 
were needed, one as a hospital and the 
other as a church. It was necessary to 
conform to the law to have the title in 
the name of an individual and Dr. Diaz, 
having the power of attorney from the 
home board, took the deeds in his own 
name. 

This was before the war. When the 
war was over the law was changed and 
Pastor Diaz immediately had the titles 
made to the home board. 

Dr. Diaz said further that the cemetery 
was bovght from collections taken in 
over church expenses and with money 
given by northern’ Baptists. It was 
bought in his name. The debt of $12,000 
on the cemetery was simply a compliment 
to him by-the church. He says he has 
never received any money nor will he 
ever recéive any. 


TO WAGE WAR ON MOSQUITOES. 


Savannah Will Use Kerosene Oil To 
Exterminate Them. 

Savannah, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—It 
was today determined by the city author- 
ities that war should be waged upon mos- 
quitoes. The ammunition to be used in 
the war is kerosene oil. 

The battle will be fought in the catch 
basins of the street corners. When these 
catch basins are cleaned, which happens 
once every two weeks, oll will be put in. 
Half a‘cupful in each basin will be put 
in at the first cleaning, and at a subse- 
quent cleaning it is said that a teaspoon- 
ful will suffice. This method is relied up- 
on to put an end to mosquitoes in the cen- 
tral sections of the city, but it is feared 
that they will still make their appearance 
in the outskirts, coming in from neigh- 
boring bogs, where they breed. 

War against the pests is also to be de- 
clared on Tybee island. The garrison at 
Fort Screven has already freed the gov- 
ernment reservation, and President John 
M. Egan, of the Central railway, and 
the hotel proprietors are ready to com- 
bine forces for the further extermination 
of the insects throughout the island, 


HEAVY HAIL STORM IN CLARKE 


Great Injury Is Done to the Crops 
There. 

Athens, Ga., May 13.—(Specia!.)—Yes- 
terday afternoon a terrific hailstorm vis- 
ited a portion of Madison county near 
Bethaven church. For a radius of three 
miles the hail fell in great quantities, 
measuring a foot deep on an average 
and looked like a great snow. 

Crops were entirely destroyed and cat- 
*tle were injured in numerous instances 
by the falling hailstones.

The sheriff's race has absorbed all ex- 
citement from the other races in the 
county. It is waxing warm on the issue 
of law and order, raised by Sheriff Mer- 
rell, the incumbent and candidate for 
reelection. The race, until today, was a 
four-cornered fight. This. ltaves Sherift 
Merrell now opposed by J. G. Tanner, 
whom Merrell defeated two years ago, 
and J. F. Skipper, who many years ago 
was deputy to J. M. Hewitt, sheriff. 

Cobb and g\lexander. in their withdraw- 
al card, say that they withdrew be- 
cause their position has been misquoted, 
the Tanner faction saying they were run- 
ning in Merrell’s interest, and that it was 
not a bona fide candidacy. To verify their 
good faith they withdraw and leave their 
support to whom it may fall.

WANT COURT TO MEET HERE. 


Augusta Bar Association Passes Res- 
olutiong Favoring 
Atlanta. 

The bar association of Augusta, Ga., 
| went on record yesterday at its regular 
meeting as favoring an annual session 
in Atlanta of the United States circuit 
court of appeals. The resolutions passed 
by the Augusta bar ask that the act of 
congress be amended, requiring two ses- 
sions annually of the circuit court of ap- 
peals, one to be held in New Orleans on 
the third Monday of November and the 
other to be held in this city on a date 
to be fixed by congress. The following 
special dispatch tells of the action of 

the Augusta bar: 

Augusta, Ga., May 13.—(Special.)—At a 
meeting of the bar association today 
resolutions were passed looking to holding 
an annual session of the United States 
court of appeals in Atlanta. The reso- 
jutions are, in part, as follows: 

Resolved, That the act of congress 
and the said rule should be amended 
so as to require the holding annually 
of two terms, one to be held at the 
city of New Orleans, on the third 
Monday in November, and the other 
in the city of Atlanta on the — day 
of —, 

That all cases which may be trans- 
mitted to the court from the stategs 
of Georgia and Florida shall be set 
down for hearing in their order at 
Atlanta, and cases from Alabama, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas be 
heard at New Orleans and set down 
in their order. 

That all appeals from interlocutory 
decisions granting or refusing in- 
junctions or appointing receivers, shall 
be heard either at New Orleans or 
Atlanta, according to notice given 
at the time of entering the appeal, or 
as may be fixed by the court. 

The association also passed a resolu- 
tion asking Hon. Frank H. Miller and 
Hon. Joseph B. Cumming, the two old- 
est surviving members of the Augusta 
bar, to write their reminiscences of the 
bar, especially of the period before 1870, 
to be published at the expense of the 
association.

WRATHER REPORT 
VERY FAVORABLE 


Led to Heavy Realizing by Tired Com- 
mission House Longs. 


PRICES BROKE SHARPLY 


Mionday’s Advance in Chicago Mar- 
- Kets Was Continued Yesterday. 
The Stock Market Was Dull 
and Narrow with Under- 
tone Stronger. 


New York, May 13.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices 4 to 7 points higher 
on @ small ecafe of room shorts and some for- 
éign support based on bullish Liverpol cabics 
and estimates for light receipts at all points. 
The south sent bullish reports as to the rul- 
ing of spot markets and as to the amount of 
cotton. yet to come forward while private ca- 
bies declared that sentiment abroad had tak- 
en a turn for the better in anticipation of a 
gemi-famine of spinners’ supplies toward the 
close of the season. But before midday the 
weather reports and crop accounts checked 
aew buying and produced room selling for a 
turn. <A light estimate for tomorrow's Hous- 
ton receipts received only passing notice and 
further reports that bulls in New Orleans in- 
tended accepting tenders of May contracts at- 
tracted little notice. The room was bearish 
and did not hesitate to follow up its c@i- 
victions with large eales of the summer 
months. The weekly government report proved 
to be fully as favorable as anticipated, and 
led to heavy realizing by tired commission 
house longs. Prices broke badly during the 
rest of the afternoon under general selling, the 
feature of which was the selling of long cot- 
ton. The ieasuance of May notices, some 3,- 
000 or more, caused active liquidation of that 
option in the jocal ring, under which a break 
of 6 points occurred. The market closed easy 
and net i! to 20 points lower. Total sales 
were estimated at 300,000 bales. Heavy rains 
were reported in Texas where needed, while 
showers were forecasted for the belt tonight. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New York, May 13.—In the spot cotton mar- 
ket at the outset there was just a little stif- 
fening in factors’ asking prices as the result 
of the improvement in feeling cabled from the 
other side; but there were no buyers in the 
field disposed to trade upon the basis of even 
the slightest concessions in favor of the fac- 
torage element. Sales 400 bales from fac- 
tors’ tables. The cotton. exchange committeo 
reduced quotations |-!6c on all grades. 

The future market cpened in keeping with 
the improvement at Liverpool, 7 points above 
yesterday's closing for June, July and Au- 
gust and 3 points up on each of the other 
positions, and thereafter gained a point or 
two additional. But an easier feeling soon 
developed and prices sagged somewhat heavily 
all afong the line until the closing, when the 
board showed net losses of 13 to,/15 points 
compared with last -night’s closing figures. 
July, September and October were the most 
active. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, May |13.—A quiet dry goods mar- 
ket -in all departments has been noticeable 
again today without any new feature and no 
call for especial comment. Stocks In first hands 
are generally in good shape and this keeps 
prices steady in face of a quiet demand.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, May 13.—Today’s stock market 
was a dull and nanow affair between profes- 
sional traders for the most part, but the 
stronger tone was unmistakable. To @ large 
extent this was a natural recovery from yes- 
terday’s weakness. The influences which weak- 
ehed the market then were alleviated or re- 
moved today. and there was a considerable 
demand from the professional short interests 
which sold stocks short -yesterday on the un- 
favorable developments. The publication of 
the government’s unfavorable réport of crop 
conditions on May | induced congiderable re- 
alizing by the short interest. The decline 
in the condition of winter wheat waé not sv 
great as expected, but the abandoned acre- 
age proved larger than supposed. The profes- 
sional ehorta were disposed on the whole to 
take their profits, and they were urged to 
this couree by the additional argument that 
the favorable weather since the first of the 
month must represent a notable improvement 
in the crop since the date of the government s 
report. Pressure against the shorts was also 
exerted by the circulation of rumors of a fa- 
vyorable turn in the anthracite strike situation, 
but no information on this point was forth- 
coming. Apparently the liquidation forced by 
more urgent discrimination by money lenders 
against collateral was completed yesterday and 
there were no such formidable breaches in the 
prices of high grade stocks as on yesterday 
when that feature was a strong sentimental! 
influence against’ the market. Some of the 
wide advances scored today in fact simply 
represent ‘sudden recoveries or partial recov- 
eries from yeeterday’s severe declines. The 
money situation was somewhat easier today, 
although lhoans were made again as high as 
8 per cent. The foreign banking houses were 
very large jenders in the market, and the con- 
tinued decline in exchange reflected further 
borrowing from foreign money markets under 
which the money rate weakened. The selling 
of exchange in this operation is, in effect;

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. | 


Chicago, May 13.—This was a day for di- 
gesting the government crop report ip the 
grain pits, and although the statistics of- 
fered by the department was materially bull- 
ish over the last observations, the crowd as 
usual assumed that it knew more about the 
true condition than did the government and 
paid only passing attention to it. Other con- 
ditions of a bullish character helped prices, 
and after a nervous and haggling session July 
wheat closed %c higher, July corn %c up and 
July oats a shade higher. Provisions, a5 of 
late, showed independent strength and closed 
5@10c higher. 

At the opening of the wheat pit there 
was somewhat of a contest to decide whether 
the government report should be considered 
as it appeared—a bull argument—or whether 
the department of agriculture did not know 
its business, and the report should be dis- 
counted as invaluable and throwing no real 
light. ugpn the situation. The reduction of 
the winter wheat condition on May | to 76.64. 
as against 78.7 April 1, was not as great as 
had been expected, and in view of the fact 
that the observations w taken before the 
recent relieving rains in southwest, had 
greatly helped the growing crops many bears 
figured that the actual condition should be 
bearish. The reduction of the acreage by 4,- 
868.000 was considered “very bullish, but 
many of the speculators who had divergent 
opinions refused to believe the figures as 
trustworthy. It was simply another case of @ 
bearish conception of the government report. 
However, the market had a good firm tone 
at the opening. July wheat opened ({@% to 
76%@76K%c, advanced to 
76%c. Soon, however, came the expected 
selling. There were several dips and recovér- 
fes and July sold under yesterday at 75%@ 
75%c. The opinion prevailed f@ a time that 
no one really believed the report, and selling 
was marked, and especially from the north- 
west. Outside markets spurted early, but 
sagged off iater, and the tendency was for 
the market to get back to statistics for its 
guide. Receipts were very small, Brad- 
street’s reported the world’s visible supply 
decreased by 2,734,000 bushels and contract 
stocks generally were reported rapidly fall- 
ing. There was some rain northwest that 
helped the tone somewhat, but the crowd 
as a whole got liberally short of stuff. Then 
came some fair export business and the crowd 
got frightened. It soon appeared that the 
market was oversold, and prices advanced 
rapidly as shorts covered. July gained its 
top figures again and closed firm %c higher at 
76%@76%c. Local receipts were 58 cars, 
one of contract grade. Minneapolis and Du- 
luth reported only 65 cars, making a total 
for the three points of 123 cars, against 151 
last week and 220 a year ago. 
Primary receipts were 173,000 bushels. 
compared to 351,000 iast week. Seaboard 
clearances in wheat and flour equaled 305,- 
000 bushels. The seaboard reported eight 
foads taken for export. Advices from south- 
ern Illinois stated that harvesting would be- 
gin there by June |/0O. 

Corn had the support of wheat to help it 
against the depressing influences of a dull 
and favorable crop report. Most of the day 
speculators were either waiting for the big 
bull interest to get into the market or were 
watching the action of the wheat pit. Firm- 
er cables and bad weather northwest lent 
strength to the market, and at the opening 
July sold to 63c. There was almost no sell- 
ing pressure, but when wheat sagged off, 
corn went down to 624@62%c. There was a 
late reaction with wheat, and July closed ‘ec 
up at 62%c. Receipts were 12! cars. Only 
35 cars are expected tomorrow. 

Oats followed the action of wheat and corn 
and ruled dull most of the session. There 
was a light demand early that sent July to 
37%@37%c, but the bull manipulator of May 
options was selling freely, some new oats from 
Texas found their way here and j@ices dipped 
off to 36%c. The close, however, was steady 
a shade up at 37%c. Receipts were 236 
cars. 

Hog products showed renewed strength 
again on a strong hog market at the yards, 
very light offerings and packers support. Com- 
mission houses bought miderately. Some liq- 
uidation in the way of outside profit taking 
took off some of the gain, but the close was 
firm. July pork closed Sc up at $17.47%, 
July lard {Oc higher at $10.32%@10.35, and 
July ribs 5@7%c higher at $9.67%@9.70.

Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, May 13.—The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly summary of crop conditions is 
as follows: 

The temperature conditions in the southern 
states, Missouri valley and throughout the 
Rocky mountain and Pacific coast districts 
were favorable. Drought continues in for- 
ida and over portions of the east guif and 
south Atlantic states, and rain is generally 
needed in the Ohio valley and middle Atlan- 
tic states. 

Good stands of corn are generally reported 
in the Mississippi and Missouri valleys, but 
cut worms are impairing the stands in the 
Ohio valley and Tennessee. In Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Texas the crop has made rapid 
growth and much has been laid by in Texas. 

The past week has not been unfavorable to 
winter to wheat and generally the crop has 
made satisfactory progress. 

Early sown spring wheat has germinated 
well and is making vigorous growth, especial- 
iy in the southern portion of the spring wheat 
region. 

Oats harvest has begun in South Carolina, 
and the crop is ripening in Texas, while seed- 
ing continues in the northern districts. 

Very encouraging reports respecting cot- 
ton are received from all parts of the cotton 
beit, with the exception of Florida and por- 
tions of the central ‘districts, where rain is 
needed to germinate the late planted. Vigo- 
rous growth is reported from both the east- 
ern and western districts with good stands 
and clean fields. Cool nights have been in- 
jurious in Tennessee. 

Some transplanting of tobacco has been 
done in Maryland, Virginia and Tennessee, 
and this work is proceeding actively in the 
Carolinas. Plants have made slow growth in 
the upper Ohio valley and middle Atlantic 
states, and were damaged by the freeze of the 
10th in New York. In western Kentucky 
Plants have improved, but elsewhere in that 
state are backward and scarce. 


O’Dell & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, May 13.—Operations in the grain 
pits today were quite active and interesting 
in that they reflected more or less difference 
of opinion among pit interests. Wheat was 
very active. The government report late yes- 
terday was the feature of influence. There 
were hardly two views agreed, and some peo- 
ple believed the report to be bullish, figuring 
that only 340,000,000 bushels could be pro- 
duced; others were bearish on the supposition 
that the yield will approximate 410,000,000 
bushels. Conditions are regarded as bullish 
by some and bearish by others, who figured 
much improvement hae taken place in the 
west and southwest since May |. Under the 
circumstances, considerable seiiing took place 
at the higher prices, the decrease in the 
world’s visible suppiy being smaller than 
looked for. Primary receipts indicated a re- 
duction in stecks.

Corn opened firmer under the influence of 
wheat and strength in Liverpool.

Receipts small. primary move- 
ment being about a standoff. Clearances 
light. There was little doing in the export 
line. 

Oats were quiet and devoid of feature. 

They were disposed to follow the course of 
wheat and corn. Receipts liberal, the strength 
of the cash situation being fully maintained. 
Clearances smal. 
Provisions—On the stronger tone of the hog 
market. provisions were firmer, but the mar- 
ket was slow, packers taking both sides of 
the account. Outsiders seem to be waiting 
further developments.
